N ot stopping w ith th is rather sta rt­ 
ling revelation, th e doctor m ade som e 
su g g estio n s alon g the line of intended 
reform that com pletely dazed th e so- 
lon s for a tim e and caused them to 
sit in open-m outhed 
w onder 
w hile 
th eir able consort exh au stively dilated 
on his ncw ly-coneertod m easure. 
W ith 
th e ob ject in view o f induc­ 
ing the m em bers to take up w ith his 
idea, so as to thus pave the w ay for 
the p assage of a new ordinance, th e 
gentlem an from the E ast End m ade 
a strenuous presentation of th e d efects 
in th e c ity ’s saloon legislation , as ap­ 
parent to him , and though once un­ 
su ccessfu l in h is efforts to e lic it sup­ 
port, he m ade a second attem pt w hich 
w as a m ost

set forth by council. 
F rging th at a ch an ge he effected

loon legislation , th e speaker outlined 
a plan of action. 
H e said h e felt sa t­ 
isfied th a t the better cla ss of liquor 
dealers would coincide with h is sug

and are w illin g to conduct th eir places 
in a proper m anner. 
“D ives are w h at w e

W ith an ordinance

would not only im pose sev ere penal­ 
ties on th e k eepers of th ese p laces, 
hut would lik ew ise include th e loiter­ 
ers, I am satisfied that a w onderful 
reform could he brought

would w ork great good to th e city. 
R esp ectab le saloon m en would have 
nothing to fear from such a m easure.”

Mrs. MeLeisli of Glencoe observed this event for tho first time In lu r own 
child ut the age of 2(i days. 
At first appearing as an almost indescribable fain! twittering, containing 
sounds which can probably never lie produced in later life, this gnu ti <* coo* 
lug becomes gradually stronger, while wit Ii the cutting of tho front te d ii and 
th e movements occasioned by their Irritation the lips and tongue .soon add 
their share to the modulation of the voice. 
Until about the fifth month the rounds produced are not nt all mdtaMve in 
character. 
The child hears no cooing and tw ittering besides his own, and 
veil to this he does not ut first pay any attention. About the fifth mouth tho 
normal child enters upon the la*la period. 
Ills associative processes are by 
this time sufficiently developed to make if possible for him to observe that other 
people around him and la* himself ore constantly making f ounds, vl» cli in 
his own case Im* can control to a large extent. This association by sim ilarity 
and difference Is the basis of imitation. 
The child’s mental condition is something like th at of a person Ignorant of 
the meaning of telegraphy who comes into an office where numb* ru of ma­ 
chines are constantly clicking. 
The inclination is strong to make sim ilar 
sounds by rapping or clicking with w hatever means he can. 
The child 
gives the Intonation and modulation of the voice, run s his sounds together for 
a little while and then pauses at irregular Intervals, sdds gestures and facial 
expressions, observes a due proportion of consonantal and vowel sounds, evi­ 
dently under the Illusion that he Is doing the same tiling tho others are, hut 
yet far enough away from real speech. 
Tile older people say he is try lug to 
talk, but this Is not so. Ut* has as yet no ideal of this kind. The meaning of 
talking has not yet dawned upon him. 
in so far as It is conscious, his alin is simpler and more general. 
Ile no 
doubt notices the resemblance between the sounds of others*, and those of his 
own, although the very fact of his recognition of his own and others im­ 
plies at the same time a recognition of a difference. Th** »park of this differ­ 
ence, however, cannot Im* described as anything like an adult consciousness of 
self. Indeed, it Is not until the end of the second year that the child gives up 
describing himself as baby anil begins to use properly the personal pronouns.- 
The mark between what is by adults called “own” and “others” m ust be 
represented to the child by a much more simple difference In the unity of 
experience. 
This mark Is without doubt the feeling arising from the 
movement of Ups. tongue, throat and diaphragm which he makes, at first 
quite 
Involuntarily. 
W ith 
certain sounds the feelings of these move­ 
m ents are constantly associated, with others they are not. Whee this simple 
difference and resemblance have been discovered and when by chance he u t­ 
ters any sound (that is, when a sound occurs which is associated with his 
feelings of movements), there must arise, as described in lesson 3, a short 
succession of Images of sounds which Im* lins formerly heard. In cases where 
feelings of movements arc directly associated with these auditory Images, as 
happens when the linages are derived from sounds produced by the child him­ 
self, these partial experiences run out immediately into more complete ac­ 
tivity. 
W hen the sound actually heard is without the accompaniment of felt 
movements—that is. when it is made ty others—imitation comes in and will 
be possible only when these auditory Images derived from the sounds of 
others have become associated with the child’s own movements. If other peo­ 
ple alw ays made the sound of which the chilli has an auditory image, lits 
experience In lids respect would be immediately completed. 
But since they 
do nib, as far as this auditory image is concerned, he is In a condition of par­ 
tial experience. The brain cells Involved have been excited, hut not discharg­ 
ed. 
There will be a longing or desire to hear the sound of which he has au 
Image. 
This condition may, of course, be described as an ideal. 
As a result of this Interference or damming up of energy there will be at. 
first a radiation aloug different Hues. Home of these, supposing the fibers to 
be connected, will reach the easily moved motor centers of the vocal ap­ 
paratus. The child will make a sound, not Indeed intentionally, but ns soon as 
be has made It Im* will a t this agt* notice th at the unsatisfied auditory 
Image, which was the cause of his movement; has received an outside 
stim ulus which turns it a t once iuto a more complete experience. The image 
of this sound has become realized. 
This sound is in reality not the exact 
sound which the child has imaged or desired, but to the child’s comparative­ 
ly weak powers of discrimination tin* resemblance is striking enough to give 
him a sufficient sense of satisfaction. 
Even before much precision in producing sounds has been acquired a few 
words may have been learned, although the relationship of these to the How of 
language may not yet have been noticed. 
We may picture the circum­ 
stances as follows: The baby has awakened and lies crowing In his crib, 
in this case principally using generals. The mother comes in, as she would for 
any noise the child would make. She takes him up aud possibly nurses him. 
A fter the frequent repetition of these events a re-enforced association is 
formed, so that when he wakens up and finds himself crowing or gurgling 
a portion of the next event namely, the image of his motlier is added to the 
present. The motlier enters; the Image becomes a complete experience. The 
m other im itates the* sounds ga. ga, ga, ga, ga. 
The association is more deeply impressed. After a few trials on succeed­ 
ing days the guttorals are cut short, and the mother notices with delight 
th a t the baby means to call her ga ga. She answers more quickly to this call, 
which has at first the off int of a verb or indeed of a sentence, if not of a 
whole literature. 
During the second s i x months the actual vocabulary of the child is small, 
Often nut exceeding half a dozen won I s. While energy is devoted to learning to 
w alk progress in language is arrested, and words which have already been 
learned are sometimes lost. In spite of this deviation of energy, however, the 
Imitative side of language makes considerable advance, 
lf some one is be* 
lug called, tho child calls also. 
The sounds of animals are often repeated. 
Precociousness In this respect, it is noticed, is not always correlated with 
further development. 
It will appear from the foregoing that the child’s learning to speak is neither 
«imply a m atter of imitation nor a desire to express himself. 
It is as much 
In tin* nature of a discovery. It Is an activity dependent upon a liberation of 
pent up energy, which gives him a more complete experience not at some

It is our duty, of course, to furnish every protection possible for 
the health arid happiness of our citizens. 
Ibis departure, however, 
may lead t<> the establishment of other institutions, for which the 
state may he called upon to provide and for which there may be the 
same claim advanced as by those who are stricken by this terrible 
scourge. 
A policy should therefore*he defined.

A 
peculiar feature of this call was that 
the mencomposing the delegation were 
among the warmest friends of Senator 
Hanna and had been bitter in their op­ 
position to Price in the speakership 
contest.

Priee will not be appointed, but that 
the chairman of the judiciary commit­ 
tee will be Clyde R. Painter of Bow­ 
ling Green, Wood county, who was Mc­ 
Kinnon’s chief lieutenant during the 
speakership fight. 
With the knowl­ 
edge of Painter's selection cam£ equal­ 
ly positive information that William 
H. Crafts of Portage county will be 
chairman of the1 finance committee,and 
Ralph D. Cole of Hancock chairman 
of the taxation committee. 
Both were 
vigorous supporters of .vicKinnon and 
Cole placed him in nomination. 
The 
only committee outside of tiler,e which 
seems well determined is that of mu* 
nicipal corporations. 
This will

doubtedly go to A C. Comings of Lo­ 
rain county, speaker pro tem. of the 
house ami a pronounced Hanna man. 
This is really the only genuine recog­ 
nition, it would seem, the ultra Hanna 
people are to get in the house.

Democratic members, being in the mi­ 
nority, have not pressed their claims 
with any special fervor. But it is rec­ 
ognized that Clement L. Brumbaugh 
of Darke county, the leader on the 
floor, will be recognized in a substan­ 
tial way and given places on one or 
two committees of importance, and 
probably chairman of a minor one.

A sensation was caused yesterday 
afternoon at the Union pottery when 
Secretary Frank W. Fowler posted no­ 
tices in that factory, causing an 
in­ 
crease of from IO to 30 per cent ie 
the wages of all kilnmen and clay 
workers. 
The new' scale was the sole topic 
of 
conversation in the plant during 
the afternoon. 
The plan adopted by 
the Union Potteries company, which 
will affect the workmen of the Union 
and those at New Cumberland, is sim­ 
ilar to the policy of the Carnegie Steel 
company, of which President A. 
M. 
Moreland, of the Union company, was 
formerly identified with. The idea, in 
a nut shell, is the offering by the com­ 
pany to its employes a bonus for ex­ 
tra work. 
The full text of the potices posted 
at the Union pottery and at the Chel­ 
sea pottery at New Cumberland this 
morning follow: 
“To our employes; Beginning Jan­ 
uary I, 1902, and continuing until oth­ 
erwise arranged this company 
pay for glost and bisque kiln 
in the kiln department rates of wages 
as scheduled below: 
“For bisque placing and drawing, 
I cent per dozen. 
“For glost placing and drawing. I 3-4 
cents per dozen. 
“This company does not desire or 
intend to in any way interfere with 
the wage scale adopted by the Na­ 
tional Brotherhood of Operative Pot­ 
ters. 
“We calculate that, with the kilns 
well filled with ware, the crews in 
the bisque and 
glost 
departments 
placing and drawing combined 
can 
earn at the above rates of wages more 
than 30 per cent over the rates adopt­ 
ed by the National Brotherhood of Op 
erative 
Potters. 
We 
believe 
that 
more efficient service can be rendered 
by the workmen, if crews are organ 
ized to do the work of placing and 
drawing, instead of, as formerly, hav 
ing separate and distinct crews 
this work. The reason why we believe 
that the rates named above will mean 
an increase in the earnings of kilnmen 
is due to the fact that we propose 
henceforward making only cups, sau­ 
cers, fruits and plates, in large quan­ 
tities. every day, always having on 
hand an ample supply of ware to be 
placed. 
The fact that a bonus simi­ 
lar to the one arranged above for the 
kilnmen has been offered to the men 
in the clay department gives us a feel­ 
ing of assurance in making this state­ 
ment.
